A Notorious Character from Los An 
peles aunty Wantonly Attacks.

A brutal and cowardly mur- 
der was committed at San Quentin 
Prison today by J. W. Ellis, whose 
correct name is Kelly, a convict serv- 
ing a two-year sentence for burglary 
in the second degree from Los An- 
geles. Ellis, who is a brute of the low- 
est type, this afternoon went up to 
the tier of cells in the charge of Wal- 
ter Arrison, a sickly man, who had to 
be removed as keeper of the lower gate 
on account of hemorrhages. On ap- 
proaching Arrigon he was warned to 
Ro away, as the rules of the prison re- 


_ quire each prisoner to go to the cell or 


tier of cells where he belongs, but 
Kelly told Arrison that he was gol 
to enter the cells. g 
Arrison, whp was sitting on a chair, 
was getting up when Kelly drew a 
long knife and rushed at Arrison, who 
threw up his arm to ward off the knife. 
Kelly worked away at him until, 


through weakness, Arrison had to drop 


his arm, The flesh was hanging in 
large pieces, and blood was covering 
him. As he dropped his arm, Kelly 
jumped upon him and drove the large 
knife through poor, defenseless Arri- 
eon’s neck, The knife severed an ar- 


Kelly has been an inmate of the 
prison since December 21, 1894. He has 
been continually in trouble, as he had 
@ mean and violent tempre. Seven 
months ago he was caught by a guard 
trying to smuggle opium into the prison 
and was forced to drag a ball and 


chain for the last six months, and for- 


feited all credits. Murderer Kelly, on 
seeing the poor victim staggering to- 
ward the hospital immediately hid the 
knife and took off hia overshirt, which 
was covered with blood, and hid it. 
A search is being made for both.

Letter from a Well-Known Mining 


‘Eagineer Who was One of the 
Refermers Arrested—Great Dem- 
onstratlen at a Funeral. 


“OAKLAND, May 18.—Capt. Robert 
Mien, a well-known mining engineer, 
who was among the members of the Re- 
form Committee arrested at Johannes- 
burg and accused of treason, has writ- 
ten à letter to friends in this city ex- 
plaining the situation and giving his 
views on the final outcome of the 
trouble. He is an intimate friend of 
John Hays Hammond and of Harry 
Garthwaite of this city, who are in 
South Africa. The general impression 
as to what the outcome will be is that 
about half the committee will ‘be let off 
free, writes Capt Mien: “All others, 
save Phillips, Rhodes, Farrar and Ham- 
mond, will be fined lightly. These four 
will have a heavy fine and be impris- 
oned, and after a month or two of im- 
prisonment, they will be banished from

FIRE IN WASHINGTON. 
THREE FIREMEN KILLED AND 
FOUR SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


The Burned District Al- 
most Entirely of Commission and 
Wholesale Jobbing Houses — A 
Quarter of a Million Loss. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—A confla- 
aration which resulted in the loss of 
almost $250,000 in which three firemen 
were killed and four seriously injured 
by falling walls, occurred in this city 
at 8 o'clock tonight. Twenty-one 
buildings with their contents were de- 
stroyed in two hours. The burned dis- 
trict consists almost entirely of commis- 
sion and wholesale jobbing houses in 
the square bounded by B street, J.ouis- 
lana avenue, Ninth and Tenth streets. 
Thomas Griffin, Daniel Conway and 
Assistant Foreman Guiles were the fire- 
men killed. 

The fire started in a branch office of 
the Postal Telegraph Company, located 
on B street, and is supposed to have 
been caused by lUghtning, a severe 
thunderstorm having just passed over 
the city. The buildings were filled 
with a mass of inflammable material 
which made it difficult for the firemen 
to dope with the progress of the flames, 
which spread with great rapidity. At- 
ter two hours hard work the flames 
were under control. , 

A rough estimate places the loss on 
thé building on Lou avenue at 
$75,000, and on B street at $50,000. Other 
losses are mostly on stock. Much uf 
the property is held by the Van Ness 
and Semmes estates and is bel to 
be well insured.

A Woman Cremated Alive While 


About to Bathe. 


Republicans First, Then Silver 


Men in the Territory. 


Male Attire Escapade at Phoenix. 
. Bloomers Very Little Worn in 
That Town—Joke of Three 
Young Wonen. 


PHOENIX, May 14.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence. The refusal to renew 
the lease of the Atlantic and Pacific 
would not be so great a calamity to 
the Santa Fé as might be thought at 
first glance. The result would be the 
building of a new line from Victor, Cal., 
on the west to Silver City,.N. M., on 
the east. Such a line would tap the 
cream of Arizona mineral, agricultural 
and timber lands. The line would get 
much missed by both the Atlantic and 
Pacific and the Southern Pacific, and 
would furthermore obtain the best town 
in Arizona, Phoenix, and the bulk of 
its traffic. Beginning at the Colorado 
River, the proposed line would there 
tap some of the best mines in the Ter- 
ritory. The ores are too low grade to 
bear the expense of shipment by wa- 
ter, or by team, to the present trans- 
dontinental lines, in consequence of 
which many gold sulphuret and car- 
bonate propositions lie idle. With a 
railroad adjacent the ores would form 
a traffic of probably two or three train- 
loads a week. Coming eastward, the 
Florence dountry, one of the richest 
agricultural regions in the Territory, 


would be opened, giving various 


products, from hay to oranges, to the 
new line. Then the Goldfield mining 
camp would be a valuable feeder. Here 
again is much low grade shipping or 
smelting ore, that would furnish val- 
uable traffic, either in the shipment 
of ores and concentrates, or of coal for 
smelting on the grounds, the coal to 
be obtained in Bastern Arizona, right 
on the line of the proposed road. The 
famous Salt River Valley and the city 
of Phoenix themselves furnish business 
enough to justify the line. Phoenix 
has a population of 12,000, which in 
five years will be 60,000. The traffic 
from such a city is a valuable item. 
The valley will average fifteen miles 
in width and is approximately fifty 
miles long, all rank green or golden 
under waving. crops. The cattle alone, 
fattened in this valley furnishes scores 
of trainloads per annum, but a poly 
tion of which now goes to the Santa 
Fé. The Tonto country is a superb 
cattle region. Then comes the Globe 
district. Here are mines by the 
scores, rich enough to pay for ship- 
ments over a hundred miles to the 
Southern Pacific where there are dozens 
of properties now paying, hundreds 
may be made profitable, and a business 
of at least two trainloads a day of ores 
and concentrates obtained. Already 
the properties in operation furnish half 
that amount of business. Not far to 
the eastward lie the Deer Creek coal 
fields, about to be segregated from the 
Indian reservation and made available. 
This coal in itself means a tremend- 
ous ‘business. In addition it will de- 
velop mines all along the proposed 
Une, probably resulting in two or three 


smelters with the resulting traffic 
| therefrom. In Western New Mexico 


‘again, from the Arizona line to Silver 
City, Mes a fine mineral and cattle 
region, with some excellent agricul- 
tural districts. Coming out at Silver 
City, the Santa Fé has its own road to 
Deming, and continuous eastern con- 
nections. Such a road woud result in 
an enormous business lost under the 
present railroad systems. The Santa 
Fé Road could better afford to build 
it than take the present Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Road as a gift. The whole line 
is only a matter of probably 600 miles, 
being 150 from Victor to the Colorado 
River; say 400 across Arizona; and an- 
other fifty to Silver City. Along its 
line several prosperous’ cities would 
spring up, and mining camps would ap- 
pear by the hundreds. Of course, it 
would be a grand proposition for Ari- 
zona; but for the Santa Fé it would 
be no less 80. 

CREMATED ALIVE. 

This morning at 4 o’clock Catherine 
Agnes Lacy, a maiden lady, aged 22 
years, prepared to take a bath, as was 
her usual custom at that hour. The 
bathroom and kitchen are adjoining. 
From ali appearances she connected the 
gas jet with her stove by means of a 
rubber tube and threw aside the 
match. She then went into the bath- 
room, turned on the water, and discov- 
ered that the lace curtains in wed N 
room were afire.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Appropriation Asked for the Fourth 
ot July Celebration. 

R. E. Wirsching, representing the 
Executive Committee of the Fourth of 
July celebration, appeared before the 
Council yesterday, asking that an ap- 
propriation be made by the Council, to 
assist the committee in its work of pre- 
paring for the anniversary of Inde- 
pendence Day.

The hackmen 
were represented by a person named 
Holmes, who spoke lustily against an 
adoption of the ordinance. The Coun- 
cil debated and argued and discussed 
the matter. pro and con, without being 
able to arrive at any satisfactory settle 
ment of the proposition. The mer- 
chants became tired of the “‘chinning”’ 
and filed out, satisfied that the Coun- 
cil proposed to do nothing in the matter. 
And go it proved, for after a tedious 
debate, a motion finally prevailed that 
the ordinance be referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

The City Attorney’s report in the 
matter, reading as follows, was referred 
with the ordinance to the board:

PRESCOTT I I§ GUILTY. 


ATTEMPTED TO HOLD UP A 
UNIVERSITY CAR. 


Discharged from a House of Cor- 
rection—Within a Few Months 
He Goes to Folsom for Five 
Years—The Evidence. 


Walter Prescott, charged with hold- 
ing up a conductor on the University 
division of the Los Angeles Blectric 
Rallway Company, on the night of Feb- 
ruary 6, 1896, was on trial before Judge 
Smith and a jury yesterday. 

F. E. Walker, the car. conductor, 
was the first witness called. He testi- 
fied that on the night of the hold-up 
his car left University Station at 10:42. 
“After we had proceeded a short dis- 
tance the car was slowed down and a 
passenger stepped aboard at the rear 
end. I walked back to where he sat 
and said, ‘Fare, please,’ when, without 
warning he poked a six-shooter in my 
face and exclaimed, ‘Give up your 
money!’ I told him I had none. He 
said he knew better, and told me to 
hand it over without further protest. I 
again told him that I had none—that 
the fares were turned in to the company 
on the last trip. He turned around as if 
to look back when we made the turn on 
Thirty-second street, and I struck him, 
Knocking him off the car. When he fell 
the pistol went off, shattering a rear 
window of the car. I don’t know 
whether he discharged purposely the 
pistol, or it went off accidentally. I 
identify the prisoner at the bar as the 
man who held a pistol under my nose 
for nearly five blocks. The night was 
dark, but the car was brilliantly: lighted 
with nine incandescent lights 

McComas, motorman, was. the 
next witness, and said he had charge 
of the battery gear on the night of the 
attempted robbery. There was nothing 
unusual in the manner in which the 
passenger signaled the car. I did not 
see his face at all, and would be unable 
to identity him. Knew nothing unusual 
until I heard the pistol shot.” . The tes- 
timony of the men in charge of the car 
agreed as to time, place and final mei- 
dent. 

Eugene Lee, a bartender and. self- 
confessed convict of five years acquaint- 
ance of the inner sanctuary. of Folsom 
prison, declared from the witness box 
that Prescott told him -the next day 
after the attempted car hold-up that 
Frank Margrove had skipped out; that 
he was mixed a little in the scheme to 
hold up the car, and as it endéd in a 
fake he thought he would better: leave 


town. 
The witness, in answer to initer#oga- 
tories, admitted that he had done time 


at Folsom, and that it was while in that 
institution he made Prescott’s acquaint- 
ance. He denied that he was jealous of 
the defendant,. fearing that he would 
take his woman, and added that he had 
often given Prescott small sums of 
money and “treated” him. Lee con- 


fessed that he was sent to the pen“ 


for robbery. Lee stated that he told 
Police Officer Talamantes that he knew 
the man who held up the University 
car and pointed out Prescott. 
Talamantes was called and corrobo- 
rated the statements of Lee regarding 
the information purported to have been 
imparted to him. He made the arrest, 
and, in company with Detective Haw- 
ley, escorted the defendant to jail. 
Walter Prescott was called to the box 


by his attorney, and tried to explain 


his absence from the city at the time of 
the hold-up. “A party told me some 


one had told Lee that I was going to 


take his woman to San Francisco, and 
that he had it in for me. I told Lee 
Margrove had attempted to hold up 
the car, and in doing so he had stated 
to ma he made a fake of the business, 
and was going to leave the town. Lee 
has turned the story around and made 
it apply to me. I here Decem- 
ber 12, 1895, was arrested the night I 
came in and served fifty days, entering 
a plea of guilty to the charge va- 
grancy. I went away the night I was 
released, and returned here February 
16—ten days after this attempted rob- 
bery was committed. The night I:came 
back some one telephoned to the Police 
Station that there was a man down at 
Alameda and Aliso streets trying to sell 
a box of tobacco. Hawley came down 


and arrested me, and I returned the 


$1.50 to the man who purchased the to- 
bacco, and it was taken along with us 
up to the station. I was kept in jail 
five days without a charge being landed 
against me. Then I was arrested for 
petty larceny, in having stolen the to- 
bacco. I was acquitted of the charge, 
and the court gave the tobacco to me. 
Before leaving the station I sold the 
tobacco to a policeman. Margrove 
asked me if I knew where he could get 
an old pistol; that he was broke, and 
might be able to bluff some one out of 
a few dollars. 

Little Freddie Wilson was called and 
stated that he had let Margrove have 
an old, broken pistol. The boy stated 
that his father was a boller-maker at 
Yuma, and had been at work there for 
two months. “I am living at the News- 
boys’ Home, and go to school.” In an- 
swer to a question by the prosecution, 
the lad admitted that he was a cousin 
ot the defendant. “Yes,” said he to fur- 
ther questioning, “I visited Prescott in 
the jail, but he did not tell me what to 
swear to. I took some things to him; 
that was my business there.“

) Southern Pacific Company Loses 


TW. Land Suits. 


Slept. Upon Its Rights Rather 
Too Long. 


W Lands Cannot ‘Be Claimea 
N Situated Upon the Other 
Side by the Line 


Two opinions handed down yesterday 
by Judge Erskine M. Ross of the United 
States Circuit Court gave the Southern 
Pacific Railroad’Company two distinct 
black eyes by sustaining the plea of the 
defendants in both cases. The first was 
the suit brought by the railroad com- 
pany against Amicus H. Smith and M. 
L. Wolff, to settle the title to certain 
tracts of land. 

This land was enen to Smith un- 
der the preémption laws of the United 
States, and by him afterward conveyed 
to Wolff. The railroad company claimed 


to be entitled to it by virtue of a Con- 


eressional grant, and brought this suit 
to obtain, a decree that, the title con- 
veyed by the patent is held in trust for 
it, to compel the conveyance thereof to 
the complainant, and to enjoin the de- 
fendants from asserting any title to the 
lands, 

The grant under which the company 
claims is the act incorporating the 
Texas Pacific Railroad Company, dated 
March 3, 1871, and authorizing the com- 
pany to construct a line of railroad 
from a point at or near the Tehachepi 
Pass, by way of Los Angeles, to the 
Texas Pacific Railroad at or near the 
Colorado River; with the same rights, 
grants and privileges, and subject to 
the same limitations, restrictions and

he plea takes a different view of the 
affair, all that the map filed in 
1871 wae nothing more than a map 
of the general route of the proposed 
road, and that the lands described in 
the bill are situated more than thirty 
miles from that line. It also asserts 
that, in 1887, the Secretary of the In- 
terior revoked all orders previously 
made reserving lands within the in- 
demnity Umit of every grant made to 
the Southern Pacific Company and re- 
stored them to the public domain, ex- 
cept so far as they had theretofore been 
lawfully selected by the company. 

The defendants also assert that from 
1871 to 1887 the company did not select 
the lands involved in this suit ag in- 
demnity lands, and allege that the ap- 
Plication to select these lands was de- 
nied by the Secretary of the Interior. 

On December 7, Amicus H. 
Smith settled upon the lands in contro- 
versy, filing his declaratory statement 
in the United States Land Office. After 
complying with all the requirements of 
the preémption laws he procured bigs 
patent on November 3, 1891.

This 
attempt was prior to the entry upon 
the lands by Smith, by about two 
months, and the company commenced 
the present suit on March 10, 1892, but 
little more than four years after the 
inauguration of the adverse claim of 
the deferidants. 

The fatal flaw in the company’s claim 
lies in the fact that indemnity lands 
on one side of the road cannot be se- 
lected to make good losses sustained 
by the company on the other side. For 
this reason the bill is dismissed at the 
cost of the complainant. 

ANOTHER DECISION. 

In the case of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company vs. Otto Groeck, et 
al, Judge Ross sustains the plea inter- 
posed by the respondents to the 
amended bill. The original bill showed 
upon its face such laches on the part 
of the complainant as precluded it 
from the recovery sought, and the de- 
murtrer to it was suetained by the 
court. The bill was amended, but the 
cage, as was not, 
the opinion of t rt as strong for 
the complainant as ‘when: it was last 
‘under consideration. 

AS now presented, it shows that, not- 
withstanding the grant under which 
the company claims the oy of land in 
controversy. was made by Congress in 
1866. and that the ge te ab inside of

The disputed piece of land, which is 
within the indemnity limits of the 
grant, is opposite to the section of the 
complainant’s road extending from 
Huron westerly to Alcalde. That por- 
tion of the road was not constructed. 
until 1888, and the company did not 
file a plat in the General Land Office: 
showing the definite location of. that 
portion of its road until April 2, 1889, 
years after Otto Groeck went upon the 
land, claiming the right of settlement, 
and had been allowed by the officers 
of the Land Department to enter and 
pay for it. and but little more than 
one year before the government issued 
to him its patent therefor. 

The land was not, at the time, sub- 
fect to Groeck’s settlement, for the rea- 
son that it then stood withdrawn from 
such settlement or sale for the benefit 
of the complainant; but the complain- 
ant was then sleeping upon its rights, 
and continued to sleep upon them until 
February 11, 1892, when it commenced 
this suit. 

‘The question, therefore, remains 
. Whether the facts alleged do not dis 
close such laches on the part of the 
complainant as makes it proper for a 
court of equity to withhold its aid. A 
decree in its favor would be, in ef- 
fect. to hold that the complainant, 
without any reason or excuse there- 
for being shown, was entitled to tie 
the hands of the government, and ex- 
clude from all the odd sections within 
what might prove to be the indemnity 
limites of its grant, all persons 
who might seek settlement thereon 
for a period of more than twenty- 
one years, extending from the te 

its grant, July 27, 1866, until the 
year 1888. without in any way indicat- 
ing the definite location of its road, 
and that.it could continue to wait until 
April 2, 1889. before filing in the office 
of the Commissioner of the General 

d Office, a map showing its definite 
location. and until December 31, — 
before attempting to exercise ite 
of selection, and until February 11,1 2 
before instituting suit to establish its 
claim to a piece of land falling within 
the indemnity limits of its grant, as 
fixed by the final and definite location 
of its road, as against one who settled 
upon it on September 2, 1885, and for 
which, after all the preliminary re- 
quirements had been complied with at 
the proper times, the government is- 
sued to him its patent, April 11, 1890.

It does not 
appear that this long delay of the 
company in indicating the definite lo- 
cation of that part of its road opposite 
the land in controversy, was in any re- 
spect caused by any failure or neglect 
on the part of the government or of any 
of its officers; nor does there appear to 
be any excuse for the long delays in se- 
ee the land and then bringing this 
su 


The fact that the 8 2

Office a map showing its 8 — 
tion, would seem to indicate quite 
clearly that the map of general rout 
filed in 1867 was regarded as the map o oP 
definite location. It was the business of 
the company to fix definitely the loca- 
tion of its road, and to indicate that 
line by a map filed in the General Land 
Office. The delay and neglect in that 

was purely its own fault. 


In this aspect of the case, it is unim-} 


portant that when Groeck settled upon

the land in 1888, claiming the right to! 
preémpt it, the land was not legally 
open to settlement because withdrawn’ 
from stich settlement or sale for the 
benefit of the complainant company. 
Groeck did not enter upon it under an. 
adverse claim to the complainant, and 
his 2 — 5 recognized by the officers 
of the d Department of the gov- 

Notwithstanding these facts, the com- 
plainant continued to sleep upon its 
rights for more than sx and one-half 
years before appealing to the court for 
relief, a peri considerably longer 
than that prescribed by the statute of 
California for the bringing of an ac- 
tion for the recovery of real property. 

Judge Ross further holds that Groeck 
has a right to avail himself of such 
laches as occurred subsequent to his 
adverse claim, which existed uncoh- 
tested for more than six and one-half 
years. The Supreme Court has repeat- 
edly recognized and acted upon the doc- 
trine that a court of equity should re- 
fuse its aid to stale demands where 
the party slept upon his rights, and ac- 
quiesced for a great length of time. 

An order was entered sustaining the 
plea, with leave to the complainant to 
reply to the plea and take issue within 
twenty days from date.

CITY COUNCIL. 


Pasadena Legisiators Forbid the 
Moving of a Church. 

At the meeting of the City Council 
this afternoon, all the Trustees were in 
their places, and only a small lobby 
was present. 

The first matter to come before the 
board was a petition representing about 
5000 feet of frontage on East Colorado 
street, which was presented and read 
by Robert Strong. The document pre- 


| ferred the request of the majority of the 


property-owners on the street that the 
new grade be declared established, if 
that was not already officially done, 
and that the street be graded to con- 
form to that grade. 

Further it requested the Council to 
take the necessary steps to have the 
street paved with broken granite to a 
depth of seven inches, according.to the 
specifications adopted by the Council, 
and rolled, and that the Trustees order 
all sidewalks, curbs and gutters that 
were not to the grade to be replaced 
with those on proper grade, and order 
new curbs and gutters to be set, replac- 
ing cobblestone with cobblestone, but 
giving the property-owners who at 
present have cobblestone curbs the 
privilege of replacing them with ce- 
ment, cement curbs to be placed east of 
Lake avenue tothe city limits. It was 
also requested that the gutters be 
slushed with cement to prevent the 
growth of weeds. 

With the petition, Mr. Strong pre- 
sented an agreement of the property- 
owners from Lake street east to the city 
limits for the widening of the street fif- 
teen feet, the entire frontage being on 
the document. The petition was re- 
erred to the Street and Alley Commit- 
tee and the City Attorney. The latter 
explained to Mr. Strong the legal steps 
necessary in the matter of the curb- 
ings and the dedications. In doing 80 
he stated that the Colorado-street im- 
provement was the most important, in 
a certain sense, ever undertaken by the 
city, and the difficulties were also of 
so important a nature that they must 


all be settled properly, and to do so 


time was necessary. 
The next matter brought before the 
board precipitated what in a less aug- 
ust body than the Pasadena City Coun- 
cil might be considered something of a 
row.“ It was the matter of the re- 
moval of the Catholic church property 
from its present site to one negotiated 
for within the city limits. Mr. Hamil- 
ton, after the petition was read, moved 
that a permit be issued for the purpose, 
and Mr. Coffin seconded the motion. 

Mr. Washburn then arose and sald it 
was an attempt by certain persons to 
remove the church from the district 


‘where it now is to the vicinity of the 


poor men’s homes, and to “shove off on 
them” a church which was not accept- 
able. He intimated that the people of 
the church did not desire to have it re- 
moved, and that money had been offered 
to secure the removal; that the church, 
as a society, did not desire to be re- 
moved. 

Mr. Coffin said he had heard certain 
rumors in regard to the matter, and 
asked Mr. Furlong to relate whether 
or not he acted with authority in peti- 
tioning for a removal. Mr. Furlong ex- 
hibited the letter of the bishop, asking 


‘for a removal, and in a clear and tem- 


perate speech, pointed out the weak 
points in the position taken by Mr. 
Washburn, and related how other 
church buildings, no better than that 

hich they intended to make theirs, 
had been moved and placed within the 
fire limits without objection from the 
Council. He said he saw no reasonable 
gpjection to be urged. He said the 

urch was situated so inconveniently 
many persons could not walk to 


When he sat down, Mr. Hamilton 
urged that the same consideration be 
shown to Mr. Furlong’s project that 
had been granted to others of a similar 
nature, and he and Mr. Washburn en- 


‘gaged in a spirited dispute over the 


mratter. 

A petition was read by the City 
Clerk, which requested that the Coun- 
cil should not grant the permit. This 
document was signed by forty-seven 
persons, presumably property-owners 
in the locality where it was proposed 
to place the church, and, upon the 
‘statement of Mr. Washburn that three 
of these were members of the Catholic 
Church, Mr. Furlong pointed out the 
fact that the persons mentioned were 
members when it pleased them to be“ 
and that two out of the three lived 
half a mile from the proposed locality 
and owned no property anywhere. 

The dispute waxed hot, and refer- 
ences were made by Mr. Washburn 
to Mr. Furlong's position in certain 


‘matters when he himself was a Coun- 


cilman and Mr. Furlong denied the alle- 
gation. The question was finally put 


and resulted in two votes for the per- 


mit and three against. a 

As a parting shot, Mr. Furlong was 
told that should he desire to build a 
new building he would be given permis- 
sion to usé the site selected, that gen- 
tleman responding curtly by saying 


that when he “desired to build a new 


church he should ask no favors of the 
Council.“ President Hartwell, who 
was explaining why he voted no,“ sus- 
pended his explanation long enough to 
tell Mr. Furlong that he needn’t make 
his brags on that score and when it 
came to building a new church he would 
find out whether or not he would do it 
without a permit.“

and the paving will therefore be laid al- 
‘lowing the electric company eight feet 
instead of the nineteen it would other- 
wise pave, unless the company comes 
to some decision before operations are 
begun. It has been found it will cost 
the company more to remove the extra 
paving required for placing its track 
than it would to place it, in case it de- 


cides later on two tracks. 


Dusty Streets.

NEW YORK. May 18.—Depression was 
quite pronounced in the forenoon stock specu- 
lation, the extreme low points being reached 
about midday.

IMPROVEMENTS IN CHINATOWN 


A New Brick Store Building Put 
Up. 
A new brick building has just been 
completed on Marchessault street, near 
its eastern end, the most important 
improvement Chinatown has known 
for months. Crowds of admiring Ce- 
lestials pause to look at it, and-Chi- 
mese doctors and watchmakers’ are 
moving in as the en noskea into 


the Bullard Block. 


The new structure is of brick, one 
story high, and contains five stories, 
It was built by Soo Hoo Yich, a pros- 
perous merchant, at a cost of $2300. 

Among the Chinamen ot Los Angeles 
there are few, if any, carpenters 
masons or brick-layers. ‘All such work 
is done by white men. So when the 
American contractor had about fin- 
ished his work, the building looked 
very prosaic and entirely American. In 
front were five little stores and sep- 
arated by a brick fire wall were five 
little seven-foot kitchens or living 
rooms. 

Then came the Chinese tenants, who 
had hired the rooms before the build- 
ing was done, and began to Orientalize 
everything. First thing of all was to 
make heavy, close, wooden shutters, 
to be put up in front of the window 
outside, so as to shut out light — 
air. The next thing was to build parti- 
tons of thin wood, making innumer- 
able little, cubby-holes, dark and re- 
tired fro the world, The doors in 
the partitions were all made very nar- 
row. Then a breakneck stairway, 
— with narrow steps, going up to 

roof, and any number of shelves 
and lockers, and the stores had be- 
come almost as Chinese as if they 
Stood in Canton or Hong Kong

SANTA FE PROSPECTS. 


AN OFFICIAL TALKS OF THE 
ROAD’S PRESENT CONDITION. 


Two New Directors Elected for the 
Southern California Company. 
Trial of Officials for Violating 
the Interstate Commerce Law. 


Charles M. Higginson of Chicago, re- 
cently appointed assistant to the. presi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé, is in the city. President Ripley 
is noted for the care and distrimina- 
tion with which he selects his asso- 
ciates, and in Mr. Higginson he se- 
cured a man of unusually varied rail- 
Had experience. For forty-nine years 
Mr. Higginson was connected with the 
nicago, Burlington and Quincy. His 
first work was in the engineering de- 
partment. He then entered the me- 
chanical department, where he re- 
mained for several years. For three 
years he had charge of the purchasing 
of supplies for the entire Burlington 
system. He was then transferred to 
the auditing department, and finally, | 
in.1891, became Vice-President Harris's 
assistant in the operation of the road, 
a piosition somewhat similar to that 
which he now holds on the Santa Fé. 

“I am here,” said Mr. Higginson, to 
set acquainted with the Banta Fé sys- 

It is my first visit.to California. 
— big railroad, no matter how care- 
fully and efficiently it is managed, 
must present some opportunities for 
improvement and economy, and a new 
man is always more apt to see them. 
Jam vefy much pleased with the phys- 
ical condition of the Southern Califor- 
nia, and with the motive power. Few 
‘people here seem to appreciate the 
progress that has been made in their 
midst in the use of oil jon railway en- 
gines. It is constantly increasing. 
Probably no more scientific oil burn- 
ing is done in the world than here on 
the California lines of the Santa Fé, 

“TI find the mechanical departmen: of 
the Santa Fé in good condition. In 
our shops at Topeka the number cf 
labor-saving devices is phenomenal, 
and most remarkable results have been 
obtained in the use of compressed air. 

“The traffic of the system is good. 
We get great quantities of mountain 
pine from New Mexico for railroad 
ties, and at Las Vegas the company 
has a large plant for preserving ties. 
They are first treated with chloride of 
zinc, and then with a weak solution 
of tannic acid and glue, which gives 
them a hard, impervious surface. The 
natural life of a tie is but five or six 
years, but after being subjected to this 
process it will last eleven or twelve 
years. 

“On the Southern California Rall- 
way redwood ties are used extensively, 
and as they are much more durable 
than pine it is not necessary to treat 
them. The Southern Pacific uses more 
cedar and pine, and the ties are treated 
be a process similar to that we use.” 

Mr. Higginson is a modest and un- 
assuming man, and has little to say 
about his Wirk. and still less about 
himself, Few men have had wider 
experience in railroad work, and there 
is no branch of it with which he is 
not thoroughly familiar. He is a 
strong believer in the importance of 
small economies. It is these that pro- 
duce the great savings in railroad 
work. As he (observes, “A dollar saved 
in painting an engine is worth just 
as much to us as a dollar earned in 
hauling freight.” 

Mr. ‘Higginson has not only been 
successful as a railroad man, but he 
is also a man of large scientific at- 
tainments. He is the president of the 
Academy of Sciences in Chicago. and 
his services have been of great value to 
the institution.
